. biswliphide of carbon treptment, and
wo think conld not Infure the grain
for meed or any other purnoses. The

An Experienes With Separators,

Whether It s desirable or not to
buy a separator depends unon elreum

stances. oo not trust all stories of
the enormous incrense of vield of
butter because of the seonrator. To

bo sure the separator removes practl
cally all the butter fat, bt more than
that it will not do, The nitimate pro-
fits will depend upon what the indl
vidual dairyman will or will not do,
For fnstance, 1 do not think it advis
able to mix fresh warm croam with
that previously separated, or warm or
diluted cold cream with fresh milk,
Thesa additions always contain more
or less animal odor or are otherwise
tainted, ‘They should be aerated and
cooled before mixing, Nogloct of any
oneé of the many necesgary precau-
tions will result in more loss than can
be made up by the nse of n separator
—L. W. Zshra. in Orange Judd

Cow Peas In Northern Siates,

If the cow pea has any nlace in the
farming of the northern states it s
not as a forage crop, either as hay or
ensllage. Some have succeeded in
making fair ensllage by mixing a little
with corn, one-fourth part or less, bhut
others have faflod, When the pea
vines are fit to cut it 1a not good hay-
making weather, annd they neod a
great deal of euring, A small prtch
for the hogs to feed upon, or for the
hens to plek the peas from, mav do
vory well, but the use for them is on
some of the outlving lots of poor soll,
s0 far away that it wiill not nay to
draw manure from the barnvard to
them. Sow the cow ness there, as
they will grow where clover will not
Put on some sacld phosnhate and pot-
ash to give them a start. and plow
thom under in the fall.  Then now rye
a8 A winter cover orop to provent the
nitrogen from bLelng lost In winter.
Plow that under Ly the spring and add
more phoaphate and potash, and the
peas and rye will have furnishod or
ganie matter and nitrogen enough to
grow almost any crop that mavy be
wanted there. This requires some
Iabor, hut it s cheaper than paying 20
wents a pound for nitrogen in chomi.
eals or tho commorcinl fertilizera

Stooks und Seeidlings,

In planni=g an orchard of any kind
of frult trees the relstive value of
stocks and seedlings w'll often occur
to tho orchardlst.
goes Into commerelnl [ruft
realizes the fmportance of undernstand-
fng when to ralse seedlings and when
to depend upon grafted frolts. Graft
ing I8 more rampant todey than ever
before, and It Inoks as if all our froit
in the next generation will be from
grafted stock. This of coures Is due
to the success of some of our hest
grafts, which will produce thelr best
frults only when suocessfolly grown
on good, thrifty seedline stocks, We
Bave practioally turned the matter of
raiping seedlings over to the nursery-
men, and then we set our young or-
oharde with these stocks and graft
the lmnroved varietics on them.

Porsonally T would advocate the
growing of good seodling stocks on
the farm more generally than s the
onse today, and not trost everything
to the purseryman. T do not say that
the latter is giving us anything less
what ho agrees to, and there are

times when we must depend
him to supply us with our needs.

In 1861 he took a trip
nn earpentar on a ship golng from
HBoston to San Franclsco, nnd entering
the Mare Island navy yard there, rose
to the position of master shipwright
In 1589 hie was appolnted an asalstant
naval conetructor with the rank of
Heutenant, Two years later he waa de-
tached from duty at Mare Island and
orderad to the Portamouth navy yard.
After passing a competitive examina-
tlon at the New York navy yard, In
which he distanced all competitors, he
s In 187F commisaloned n naval con-
atfnctor He beeamae chisf constructor
of the navy 1a 1593 and was appointed
for n second term In 1867,

Since he firent enlered the navy as
an asslstant constrictor In 1568, hila
life has been one of unlnterrupted ac-
tivity In the Immediate concerns of our
naval vessols. AR n government ex-
pert he has Inspected the prinelpal
unvies of Hurope and has made ex-
haustive report: on thelr condition and
eMelency, In 1590 he was promoted
to the rank of rear admiral, and In
the onme yoar was elected an honor-
ary member of the Institute of Naval
Architects, then In sesslon in Lon-
don.

A Distinetion Rarely Conferred.

Among the many hulls deslgned by
Admiral Hlehborn are thoss of the
battleships lowa, Kearsnrge, Alnbama,
Kentueky, Missourl, Illlinols, Wiscon-
#in and Maine,
ers nnid many gunboata and torpedo
boats. 8o succeasful has been his work
that ithe various types of his creation
are belng literally copled by the prin-
cipal foreign governments, In 1880 he
superintended the construction and
completion of the monitors Terror,
Amphitrite and Puritan, and it is due
to him that two of these vessels were
converted from double-turreted moni-
tora of doabtful utility Into double
barbette-turreted coast defense vessels
of a very formidable type. Thess
highly efMelent barbete-turrets, famil-
larly styled “Hichborn turrets,” were
unanimously approved by the board of
burean chiefs, and have since been im-
proved and perfected and become part
of the construction of every turreted
veseel of the navy.
